Reds Open [iis Awaited Attack 


Eliminate Panzers West of Ourthe 


British, U.S. Armies Linked

PARIS, Jan. 12.-(BUP)— 
British and American forces 
joined today in a meat-chop- 
per operation which virtually 
eliminated the last remnants 
of Nazi panzers west of the 
Ourthe and penetrated almost 
to the heart of the once- 
threatened Ardennes bulge. 


The British wing of Marshal 
Montgomery's armies rammed 
east to establish firm contact 
with Lt.-Gen. George S. Patton's 
U.S. Third Army at the south- 
western corner of the melting 
Nazi salient, southeast of St. Hu- 
bert now firmly in our control. 


The Nazis were fighting stub- 


. bornly at key points to protect the 


withdrawal of their 
forces, now almost entirely east 
of the Ourthe. Whether Field Mar- 
shal Karl von Rundstedt proposed 
to pull back the battered elements 
of his original 20 divisions to the 
positions they held before the 
counter offensive was not yet clear.

Hospital Bus Service 


The present bus service to the Univer- 
sity Hospital is totally inadequate. Its 
inadequacy will increase when the military 
wing is completed and when the projected 
nurses’ home is built. 

On week days the service is only given 
during a short period in the afternoon. On 
Sundays there is no service at all. Yet 
Sunday is the favored visiting day and 
hundreds of relatives and friends are 
forced to walk, unnecessarily, through 
snow and sometimes sub-zero tempera- 
tures to perform their errands of mercy. 

It is probably true that the hospital is 
desirous of curtailing visiting as much as 
possible, And that view is understand- 
able. 

But it is essential to consider the prob- 
len from the standpoint of those devoted 
women who, month in and month out, 
visit the hospitals, particularly the mili- 
tary cases, carrying good cheer and com- 
forts and contributing inestimably to the 
morale of the patients, 

It is most unfair that these women, 
who assume this necessary duty in addi- 
tion to many other kinds of war work, 
should be forced to walk a distance which 
approximates close to half a mile. 

To include the University Hospital on 
the regular bus route would interfere only 
slightly with present schedules. The addi- 
tional costs of operation would be infin- 
itesimal 

It would be a charitable and kindly act 
if the city would consider this extension 
at the earliest possible moment.

Men for Forts 


Looking backward, observers are pret- 
ty. well agreed that Von Rundstedt launch- 
ed his Ardenne offensive because he saw 
that the grinding Allied advance was a war 
of attrition which could have only one 
end. He was losing men, equipment and 
strong points, with no prospect of stopping 
the creeping avalanche by purely defensive 
tactics. 

His sudden and powerful) blow threw 
the Allied front out of line, pushed the 
fighting away from his defence positions: 
and gained time. Time for what? That 
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remains to be seen. Meanwhile he has at- 
| tempted drives in other selected sectors, 
| also with a view to keeping the attackers 
| off-balance and preventing them resuming 
the grinding process. 

He gained this respite at the expense of 
lengthening his front, and must lengthen 
it still more if he creates more “bulges”’. 
The Nazis must fight all round the peri- 
meters of whatever bulges they make in 
the fighting line. 

Wars are won by destroying armies, not 
simply by capturing fortresses and advanc- 
ing over enemy territory. If, as supposed, 
the Allies have superiority in numbers, 
lengthening of the fighting line is an ad- 
vantage to them, and the more it is length- 
ened the greater the advantage must be. 

The major objective of the Allies is to 
hammer the enemy forces into impotence. 
Whether in the west they do that by pen- 
etrating the Siegfried line or by smashing 
Nazi divisions on the approaches to that 
formidable defence system, the result will 
be the same. In electing to fight in the 
open, Von Rundstedt chose to trade men in 
order to save his forts. But if he loses 
enough men he will lose the forts also.

Tempting Recipes 

Now that you have been made 
aware of the true value of enriched 
bread, perhaps it is in order to sug- 
gest ways and means of including 
it in the daily diet. 

Winter weather revives interest 
in baking. You might explore the 
potentialities of sweet yeast dough 
using the vitamin-fortified flour, 
which may be converted into cof- 
fee cakes, buns, fruit roll-ups, and 
all sorts of good things. 


| Here is a recipe for basic sweet 
yeast dough: 

To one cup of scalded milk and 
one-quarter cup of sugar, -hree 
tablespoons of shortening and one 
teaspoon of salt and cool to luke 
warm. Soften a yeast cake in one- 
quarter cup of water before adding 
to the cooled milk mixture. Add ] 
beaten egg and two cups sifted 
bread flour and beat well. Add ap- 
proximately two more cups of sift- 
ed flour to make a soft dough. 

Turn out on a floured board and 
allow to stand ten minutes, then 
knead till smooth and elastic, or 
about ten minutes. Put dough in a 
greased bowl, brush the surface 
with melted fat, cover and let rise 
in a warm place till double in bulk 
or about two hours, 

For Coffee Cake, use half of this 
dough. Turn it out on a floured 
board and knead in one-quarter cup 
raisins and two tablespoons chop- 
ped nuts. Roll or stretch into a 
ten to twelve-inch disk and crease 
deeply with a knife handle, mark 
ing the dough into two parts, one 
slightly larger than the other Turn 
dough over, brush with shortening 
and fold the larger portion over the 
smaller one. Place on greased 
baking sheet, brush dough with 
melted shortening and let rise in a 
warm place, till double in bulk, or 
about an hour. Bake in a not oven 
of 425 degrees F for fifteen min- 
utes, reduce temperature to mod- 


erate or 375 degrees F and bake 
about twenty-five minutes. 

While cake is warm brush with 
icing made by mixing one-half cup 
of icing sugar with one and a half 
teaspoons of milk or fruit juice.) 
This will make six generous serv: | 
ings. 

With the remainder of the dough 
make Orange Twisters. Roll the 
dought to a quarter-inch thickness 


on a floured board. Brush with 
melted shortening and sprinkle 
with most of the orange sugar 
(made by mixing together one- 


third cup sugar and one tablespoon 
grated orange rind) reserving bai- 
ance. Fold dough over into thirds 
and roll again to a quarter-inch 
thickness. Sprinkle with remain 
ing orange sugar and cut intu 
strips a half inch wide and eight 
inches long. Double each strip 
over and twist together. Brush with 
melted fat, let rise till double in 
size, or about an hour. -Bake in a 
hot oven of 425 degrees F till 
lightly browned or about twenty 
minutes. This makes about two 
dozen twists.

on account of the curtailment of 
banking facilities in rural areas, 
The numberof branches of the 
chartered banks declined from 4,620 
in 1920 to 3,300 in 1941 and the drop 
has been mostly at rural points.

As stated, this is an adventure 
in credit policy. The government 
came under fire for not creating 
a companion organization to the 
Dominion Farm Loans board.

tor of National Selective Service, 
speaking to the Women’s Canadian| 
club at a luncheon meeting Friday} 
in the Macdonald hotel, stressed 
the importance of the nursing pro- 
fession in war time. 

“A survey in June of this year 
made by Selective Service, showed 
that Canadian civilian hospitals 
were severely strained by shortages 
in nursing staffs. This was par- 
| ticularly emphasized in mental hos- 
pitals and sanitoriums. Through- 
j}out the summer the scarcity con- 
tinued, but an improvement was 
shown in October, which has been 
|maintained for the last months. 

{| “Compulsory registration of 
nurses was taken in March, 1943, 
| which showed that there were ap- 
proximately 52,000 nurses in Can- 
ada. In addition we ascertained 
those who were available in each 
area for full time or part time 
work. It was evident that we could 
|not afford any loss of those avail- 
| able. 


| REFUSE PERMIT 


“The National Selective Service| 
{immediately instructed local officers 
to refuse a graduate nurse a permit 
|to work in any other profession 
than nursing, except on compas- 
sionate grounds 

“Nurses and student nurses were 
not allowed to leave or study out- 
side of Canada. The Canadian 
Nurses’ Association, in co-operation 
with the Federal Department of 
Health made efforts to increase the 
number of student nurses. In 1939, 
there were 8416 student nurses, 
and in the years of the war, more 
than 11,000 registered. 

“Also, married nurses returned 
to the profession, private duty 
nurses came back to hospitals, and 
voluntary workers were of great 
assistance to nurses and to the 
domestic staff of hospitals. 


CLOSE CO-OPERATION 

“Close co-operation is establish- 
ed between the National Selective 
Service, the Department of National 
Defence, Department Health 
and the Canadian Nurses’ Associa- 
tion, in order to give an exchange 
of information and advice.” 

Mrs. Eaton described the way in 
which women have come into ‘em 
ployment, and she said that Canada 
has followed a policy and control. 
In 1941 there were 630,000 women
